The mur- 
dered Indians wero on Uioir way homo to 
Fort Ilall after visiting the Shoshono agency. 
Just what prompted the murder la not known, 
but It Is suspected that the deed was com- 
mated by some white men, but by whom Is 
not and may never >bo known.
